Rep ort  of  School  Committee. 

New  Hampshire  expends  §600, 000  to  maintain  her  system  of  free 
schools,  and  employs  2500  teachers  twenty  weeks,  annually. 

This  free  system  of  State  common-school  education,  is  essential 
to  the  stability  and  permanency  of  a  republican  government. 

The  law  of  self-preservation  is  binding  upon  communities  and 
states,  as  well  as   individuals. 

That  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  society  to  furnish  to  all,  at  the 
public  cost,  facilities  for  education  Ignorance  is  the  fruitful 
source  of  social  evils.  It  scatters  the  seeds  of  those  harvest*  which 
society  must  gather  iuto  hospitals,  almshouses  and  prisons. 

In  order  to  make  our  schools  what  they  ought  to  be,  there  should 
be  the  most  hearty  co-operation  of  parents  with  teachers. 

A  large  part  of  the  money  expended  for  schools  is  wasted  every 
year,  not  for  waut  of  school-houses,  or  by  the  fault  of  committees 
or  teachers,  but  on  account  of  tin-!  irregular  attendance  of  pupils. 
A  lew  of  our  teacbera  have  not  had  the  -a'u\  necessary  to  secure 
regularity  in  aaendance. 

How  can  this  state  of  tilings  be  remedied? 

It  cannot  be  done  by  law.  It  may  in  a  good  degree,  when  pub- 
lic sentiment  shall  make  unnecessary  irregularity  at  school  a  dis- 
grace both  to  pupil  and  parent. 

If  teachers  should  habitually  dismiss  their  schools  for  two  out 
of  every  live  days,  those  parents  whose  children  stay  away  from 
school  on  the  most  trivial  pretense,  would,  probably,  be  among  the 
first  to  become  indignant  at  such  gross  dereliction  from  c'uty. 

In  some  districts  there  has  been  au  increased  interest  on  the  part 
of  parents.  Prudeutial  Committees  have  been  fortunate  in  the 
selection  of  competent  and  experienced  teachers. 

While  we  believe  many  of  our  teachers  cannot  be  excelled  by  any 
of  the  same  grade  elsewhere,  yet  when  we  compare  one  with  an- 
other, we  are  conscious  of  a  difference  which  exists  between  them, — 
a  difference  not  of  natural  capacity,  special  genius,  or  superior 
training  at  institutions  of  learning,  but  rather  a  power  acquired  by 
diligent  study  and  preparation  for  their  work. 

Our  schools  as  a  whole,  have  made  much  actual  progress,  the  past 
year,  and  although  some  have  excelled  in  methods  of  discipline  and 
instruction,  we  think  none  have  fallen  below  the  average  standard. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  school  buildings.  Several  need 
to  be  re-modeled  or  re-built,  and  if  nothing  more  can  be  done,  should 
be  plastered  aud  painted  inside.  Some  of  the  black-boards  need  to 
be  painted. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  many  citizens  of  the  town, 
your  committee  report  the  schools  separately. 

District  No.  1. — Summer  term.  Miss   Mary  E.   Bennett,    teacher. 

School  small.  The  scholars  seemed  studious,  and  the  closing 
examination  showed  that  teacher  and  pupils  had  worked  well. 
Instruction  thorough.  Progress  fair.  Winter  term  taught  by  Mr. 
J.  Frank  Sanders.     A  quiet  and  orderly   school.      The  advancement 
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of  many  of  the  scholars  was  retarded  on  account  of  sickness.  Those 
who  attended  regularly  made  good  improvement. 

District  No.  2. — Summer  and  Fall  terms  taught  by  Miss  Fannie 
A.  Shannon.  The  close  of  both  terms  showed  that  the  teacher  had 
labored  untiringly  for  the  good  of  her  pupils.  A  series  of  questions 
proposed  to  the  school  seemed  to  interest  the  scholars,  and  give 
much  practical  instruction.  But  few  cases  of  absence  and  tardiness 
are  reported. 

District  No.  3. — Miss  Ellen  F.  Morrill,  teacher.  At  our  first 
visit  this  school  appeared  well. 

The  term  was  rather  long,  and  near  the  close  some  of  the  larger 
boys,  losing  their  interest  in  their  studies,  seemed  disposed  to 
annoy  the  teacher ;  but  a  compromise  was  made  and  the  closing 
exercises  were  most  satisfactory.  The  scholars  were  prompt  in 
reciting.  Quite  a  number  of  the  parents  and  friends  were  present. 
Had  the  teacher  received  the  co-operation  of  the  whole  district, 
and  had  there  been  no  influence  outside  of  the  school-room 
brought  to  bear  against  the  school,  it  would  have  been  better  for  all 
interested. 

District  No.  4. — One  term,  Summer. 

Miss  Olive  M.  Bennett  teacher.  Iu  this  school  the  teacher  fully 
sustained  her  former  reputation. 

Good  attention  was  paid  to  elementary  principles.  The  reading 
was  of  a  high  order. 

Promptness  in  recitaiiou  and  thorough  instruction  were  the 
leading  characteristics  of  the  school. 

The  class  in  book-keeping  did  finely. 

District  No.  5. — Summer  term,  Miss   Mintia   J.    Potter,    teacher. 

The  school  appeared  well  at  our  first  visit.  The  teacher  labored 
faithfully  for  the  good  of  her  pupils. 

The  term  extended  into  the  hot  weather,  consequently  many  of  the 
scholars  were  abseut  at  the  closing  examination.  Those  who  were 
present  showed  good  progress  and  a  commendable  decree  of  thor- 
oughness. There  was  marked  improvement  in  reading.  Here  are 
some  fine  scholars. 

Fall  and  Winter  terms  taught  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Bennett.  The 
teacher  secured  the  love  and  good-will  of  her  pupils,  which  was 
the  ruling  power  of  the  school-room.  Considerable  enthusiasm  was 
manifested  in  the  class  in  the  Fifth  Header;  and  the  close  of  tin-1 
winter  term  showed  one  of  the  finest  reading  classes  in  town.  Good 
attendance  was  given  to  writing.     Map-drawing  was  practiced. 

A  good  teacher  and  a  good  school. 

District  No.  6.— Taught  by  Mrs.  Ellen  E.  S.  Wadleigh. 

An  experienced  and  efficient  teacher,  who  has  taught  this  school 
several  terms  in  succession. 

A  teacher  in  this  district  receives  the  co-operation  of  the  parents. 
The  several  classes  were  very  prompt  in  recitation,  showing  that 
the  instruction  had  been  thorough,  of  a  practical  nature,  and  that 
much  real  work  had  been  accomplished. 

The  reading  was  superior,  and  the  Geography  classes  deserve 
special  mention.     A  good  number  of  the  parents  were  present  at  the 
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closing  examination. 

The  fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Susie  E.  Noyes. 

This  was  Miss  Noyes'  first  experience  in  teaching.  Earnest  and 
enthusiastic  in  her  work,  the  school  was  a  success.  Writing  com- 
positions and  letters  was  practiced. 

District  No.  7. — Summer  term.  Miss  Adella  J.  Folsom,  teacher, 
who  has  never  taught  before  this  term. 

There  are  a  few  tine  scholars  iu  this  school,  others  are  backward. 
They  seemed  to  be  interested  and  appeared  to  like  their  teacher. 
With  more  experience,  we  think  she  will  become  a  successful  teach- 
er. 

Eall  term  taught  by  Miss  C.  Gertrude  Drake. 

Miss  Drake  realizes  the  importance  of  her  work.  Under  her 
charge,  the  standard  of  this  school  was  very  much  improved. 

District  No.  8. — Summer  term.  Taught  by  Miss  Belle  J.  Thomp- 
son. 

Teacher  and  pupils  were  much  attached  to  each  other.  The  im- 
provement made  was  highly  creditable  to  teacher  and  scholars. 
Reading  showed  training  and  taste.  The  recitations  in  arithmetic- 
were  excellent.  Some  of  the  scholars  were  very  irregular  In  their 
attendance,  which  we  think  is  the  fault  of  the  parents. 

Second  and  third  terms,  Miss  Olive  M.  Bennett,  teacher. 

The  District  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Miss  Ben- 
nett for  both  terms.  The  first  term  was  more  than  an  ordinarily 
successful  one,  showing  thorough  instruction  in  all  branches  taught. 

The  second  term  many  of  the  scholars  did  not  attend,  some  ou 
account  of  sickness,  others  for  some  trifling  excuse,  or  thinking:  the 
"old  school-house"  was  not  comfortable  enough  for  the  cool  weather. 

District  No.  9. — Fall  and  Summer.  Miss  Sarah  K.  Stevens, 
teacher. 

The  teacher's  method  of  instruction  was  of  a  practical  nature;  un- 
der her  tuition  the  pupils  made  very  rapid  improvement.  There 
was  a  striking  contrast  between  the  appearance  of  this  school  at  the 
commencement  of  the  first  term  and  the  close  of  the  second  one. 

District  No.  10. — Both  terms  taught  by  Miss  Marcia  M.  Wood- 
ward. 

This  is  the  smallest  school  in  town,  and  most  of  the  scholars  back- 
ward. The  teacher  labored  faithfully  and  the  pupils  were  industri- 
ous     Progress  good. 

District  No.  11. — Summer  and  Fall  terms.  Miss  Ida  I.  Glidden, 
teacher. 

This  was  Miss  Glidden's  first  school.  But  few  scholars.  By  com- 
paring the  condition  of  this  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  term 
with  the  close  of  the  second,  we  find  that  much  improvement  had 
been  made.  We  consider  the  the  school  a  success.  With  more  ex- 
perience Miss  Glidden  will  rank  among  our  best  teachers. 

District  No.  12. — Summer  term.     Miss  Annie  E.  Trafton,  teacher. 

A  good  school-room,  good  teacher  and  good  school. 

Fall  term  taught  by  Miss  Julia  F.  Glidden.  The  manner  in  which  the 
several  classes  acquitted  themselves,  showed  that  the  teacher  had 
labored  with  untiring  zeal  for  the  best  interest  of  her  pupils. 
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The  numerous  miscellaneous  questions  answered  were  alike  credit- 
able to  teacher  and  scholars.  A  good  number  of  the  parents  were 
preseut  at  the  close.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

OF  DISTEICT  NO.  13,  TO  THE  SCHOOL   COMMITTEE  OF  THE  TOWN  OF 

GILFORD. 


The  schools  under  our  care  have  been  attended  with  about  the 
usual  measure  of  prosperity,  during  the  last  year.  They  have  been 
supplied  with  lady  teachers  of  experience  and  moral  worth,  who 
have  labored  with  unwearied  diligence  and  zeal  for  the  advancement 
of  those  committed  to  their  charge.  Of  the  nine  different  ones 
employed  in  this  capacity,  six  have  availed  themselves  of  the  ad- 
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vantages  of  professional  training  for  the  duties  of  their  office,  five 
of  them  being  graduates  from  our  State  Normal  School. 

If  any  of  the  sessions  of  school  have  been  less  profitable  than  we 
could  wish,  we  are  confident  the  causes  have  been  beyond  theteacher's 
control,  or  have  been  due  to  influences  outside  the  precincts  of  the 
school-room.  The  intermediate  school  on  Pear  street  was  somewhat 
interrupted  during  the  fall  term  by  the  sickness  of  the  teacher,  Mis* 
J.  Annie  Robinson,  who  was  obliged  to  leave  her  work  unfinished. 
A  successor  was  provided,  who  brought  the  term  to  a  close,  and 
has  since  been  retained  in  charge  of  this  school. 

It  needs  but  a  few  families  in  a  district,  to  teach  their  children 
open  defiance  of  the  regulations  of  the  school-room,  or  the  authority 
of  the  school-board,  to  work  incalculable  mischief  to  our  schools. 
Such  a  course,  if  persisted  in,  and  upheld  to  any  considerable 
extent,  will  only  end  in  ruin.  The  doors  of  our  school  houses  may 
as  well  be  nailed  up,  as  to  be  open  only  to  scenes  of  disorder  and 
misrule.  If  pupils  are  encouraged,  or  allowed  at  home,  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  teacher  with  the  most  insolent  language  at  their 
command,  we  shall  look  in  vain  for  harmony,  or  success  in  the 
workings  of  our  school  system. 

Only  as  the  parents  shall  co-operate  with  the  teachers  and  school 
officers  in  promoting  subordination  to  just  authority,  may  we  rea- 
sonably hope  for  a  satisfactory  degree  of  prosperity.  There  is  a 
wide  field  for  improvement  in  this  direction.  Submission  to  just 
authority  is  usually  regarded  as  the  first  duty  of  citizenship;  and  in 
a  country  where  there  is  such  a  general  aspiration  to  wield  the 
reins  of  government,  it  becomes  every  citizen  to  learn  the  great 
and  indispeusable  requisite  of  a  good  ruler,  which  is  that  he  himself 
should  kuow  how  to  obey.  The  best  time  for  acquiriug  this  knowl- 
edge is  the  season  of  childhood  and  youth  ;  if  not  gained  then,  there 
is  little  hope  for  its  acquisition  in  the  season  of  mature  age. 

Not  only  have  parents  a  duty  to  perform  in  encouraging  obedience 
to  wholesome  restraint,  but  they  may  do  much  to  prevent  the  great 
waste  of  resources  caused  by  the  irregularity  of  their  children  in 
attendance.  Sickness  has  been  the  necessary  cause  of  much  of  this 
irregularity  the  past  winter;  but  we  fear  that  the  temptations  af- 
forded by  the  facilities  for  good  coasting  have  had  something  to  do 
in  increasing  the  evil.  Under  the  present  system  of  report  cards, 
those  parents  are  very  remiss  in  their  duty,  who  do  not  know 
whether  their  children  are  regular  and  punctual  in  their  attendance 
or  not. 

It  is  a  matter  of  grave  import  whether  a  large  percentage  of  school 
money  shall  be  wasted  through  the  failure  of  pupils  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  advantages  it  affords  them  for  obtaining  the  foundation 
of  a  good  education.  The  scholar  that  is  absent  from  any  con- 
siderable number  of  recitations  in  a  given  term,  not  only  falls  behind 
in  all  his  own  studies,  but  drags  all  his  classes  behind  to  make  up 
his  deficiencies.  The  time  that  is  spent  in  explaining  to  these 
delinquents  the  lessons  gone  over  by  the  other  members  of  their 
classes  in  their  absence,  is  not  only  a  weariness  to  the   teacher,    but 
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a  source  of  discouragement  and  disgust  to  the   more  punctual,    who 
would  gladly  advance  more  rapidly,  if  they  were  not  so  hindered. 

These  evils  have  been  often  dwelt  upon  in  school  reports;  but  they 
tieed  to  be  repeated  until  there  is  a  marked  and  encouraging  change 
for  the  better.  They  do  a  great  wrong  to  their  children  and  the 
public,  who  allow  their  children  to  be  absent  from  school  for  trivial 
causes,  and  then  complain  of  the  poor  quality  of  the  schools. 

We  have  alluded  to  these  things  in  no  spirit  of  fault-finding,  but 
simply  from  a  desire  to  promote  the  best  interest  of  our  schools,  and 
the  general  we]i  being  of  the  community.  Many  of  those  who  stand 
in  the  way  of  progress,  do  so  without  any  intention  of  inflicting  an 
injury,  but  for  want  of  correct  information  with  regard  to  the  pres- 
ent condition  of  our  schools,  their  needs  and  the  advancement  de- 
manded by  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  in  modes  of  teaching 
and  in  all  the  accessories  of  our  public  schools.  Tney  have  either 
neglected  to  inform  themselves  on  these  points,  or  they  have  lacked 
proper  opportunities  for  obtaining  the  requisite  information. 

We  are  slowly*  but  we  trust  surely,  approaching  a  just  standard 
ot  grading  our  schools.  This  is  a  work  that  can  only  be  accomplish- 
ed gradually,  and  requires  the  exercise  of  knowledge,  wisdom  and 
sound  judgment  combined  with  unremitting  toil.  By  makiug  due 
allowance  for  the  previous  want  of  system,  for  local  prejudices,  and 
for  impatience  at  the  .slow  process  required  lor  thorough  work,  we 
hope  in  due  time  to  win  success. 

Undue  anxiety  for  promotion  and  an  unwillingness  to  thoroughly 
master  first  principles  have  been  the  chief  obstacles  to  overcome  in 
the  prosecution  of  the  work  of  bringing  our  schools  to  the  proper 
standard.  Instead  ol  patiently  climbing  step  by  step,  there  is  too 
great  a  desire  to  reach  the  top  of  the  ladder  at  a  single  bound.  Such 
a  course  leaves  out  of  sight  entirely  one  of  the  chief  objects  of  educa- 
tion, that  of  mental  discipline,  which  can  only  be  acquired  by  thor- 
ough drill  iu  the  branches  pursued. 

pf  the  two  members  of  the  school  board  chosen  at  the  annual  dis- 
trict meeting  to  fillthe.places  of  those  whose  term  of  office  expired,  one 
declined  to  serve,  and  one  member,  elected  at  the  first  meeting  for 
three  yea«s,  having  removed  from  the  town  resigned  iu  August. 
These  vacancies  the  district  declined  to  fill,  at  a  special  meeting 
called  for  that  purpose  in  January;  consequently  the  work  of  the 
last  half  of  the  year  has  devolved  upon  the  remaining  four,  who 
have  endeavored  to  fulfil  their  trust  with  fidelity  and  conscientious- 
ness.
